EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 , 4-8, 11-15, and 1 7-1 9 are allowed. 
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The prior art does not teach the claimed system and method for programming by 
demonstration, as defined by the applicant, wherein the programming by demonstration 
is used to create program code that is instantiated on a first computer platform (a 
desktop operating system), wherein the code created is compiled by a compiler so that 
it may run on a second computer platform (a PLC or programmable logic controller), in 
combination with the other claimed features or limitations as claimed.
